LONGARONE, Italy (UPI) - More than 3,000 per­ 
sons were feared today to have been swept to their 
deaths when a massive landslide poured a 300 foot-high 
wall of water over a dam onto the sleeping villages of 
an Alpine valley. 


Millions of tons of water spilled 
over the lip of the dam Wednes­ 
day night, poured into the valley, 
wiped out villages, and caught 
thousands in their beds. The ef 
feet of the landslide into the res­ 
ervoir behind the dam was like 
that of a stone dropped into a 
teacup. 


The 
dam 
itself 
was 
not 
collapsed by the rushing w^ater, 
but a part of its crest on the 
right side crumbled under the 
shock of the wave. The concrete 
structure, highest arch dam in 
the world, held firm except for 
the minor damage along the top, 
although officials first had be­ 
lieved that it had collapsed and 
hurled the w ater into the valley. 


The disaster was triggered by 
the landslide that plopped into 
the reservoir behind the 860-foot 
Vajont Dam at 10:43 p.m. (5:43 
p m . EDT) Wednesday. 


The force of the landslide was 
so great that it registered on 
several Italian seismographs as 
an “earth movement.” Officials 
believed that the shock registered 
at the observatories was that of 
the landslide itself, rather than 
that of an earthquake setting off 
the disaster. 


Rescue officials estimated that 
more than 3,000 persons died in 
half a dozen shattered villages. 


With a tremendous roar, the 
300-foot wall of water swept down 
the ravine in front of the dam 
and into the Piave Valley. 


This town, which had 4,700 in­ 
habitants, was the largest inhab­ 
ited area in the path of the Hood.

—January, 1959. A dam wrent 
out at Vega de Tera, Spain, flood­ 
ing the village of Rivadelage and 
killing 144 persons, half of them 
children. 


France’s Mal- 
passet Dam broke, flooding the 
French city of Frejus and killing 
421 persons. 


—March, 
1960.

Ores, Brazil, broke, and its wat­ 
ers killed more than 1,000 per­ 
sons. 


—March, 1961. A dam broke 
outside of Kiev, Russia, killing 
145 persons. 


—July, 1961. A dam in central 
Korea broke, killing at least 250 
persons. 


—April, 1963. A natural dam 
break at Quebrada la Chapa, Co­ 
lumbia. killed about 50 persons.

Kennedy said the sale of 4 m il­ 
lion tons (about 150 million bus­ 
hels) of .surplus U. S. wheat — 
the largest Sovet-American trans­ 
action since the multi-billion-dol­ 
lar lend-lease deals of World Waif 
ll — was a “ hopeful sign” that 
progress toward peace is possi­ 
ble. He promised a special re­ 
port to Congress on the m atter 
today. 
Sell At World Prices 


The President said the go vc r nr 
ment would permit private U. S. 
traders to sell the .surplus wheat 
“ over the next several 
months” 
to R ussia and her Eastern Euro­ 
pean satellites at regular world 
prices, currently about $1.79 a 
bushel. This would be approxi­ 
mately 55 cents a bushel lower 
lower than government-supported 
domestic prices at present. 
To allow 
U. 
S. exporters to 
buy at the American price and 
sell at the world price, the gov­ 
ernment currently pays an export 
subsidy of about 55 cents a bus­ 
hel. 
But 
Kennedy 
said 
that 
even 
though export prices on the So­ 
viet sale would be below dom es­ 
tic prices, “ there is in such trans­ 
actions no subsidy to the foreign 
purchaser; only a savings to tile 
American taxpayer on wheat the 
government has a l r e a d y pur­ 
chased and stored at the higher 
domestic price which 
is m ain­ 
tained to assist our farm ers.” 


Kennedy said the sale would 
bring “ obvious benefits” to the 
United States. Not the least of 
these would be possible sale of 
surplus American feed grains and 
other agricultural commodities to 
Russia and the satellites. Admin­ 
istration sources said the “ other 
com m odities” might include cot­ 
ton and soybean oil — both also 
surplus in this country.
